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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference character "4" has been used to designate infrared interface, infrared 
reception device, and infrared receiver. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the use of the language 

"his" is improper. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On p.1, "Description" should be in bold and centered for uniformity, and the use 

of "his" is improper. 
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On p.2, the use of "he" is improper. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 
Claims 1-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1 , the use of "his" is improper. The use of "possibly" makes it unclear as 
to whether a check is performed or not. 

Claims 2-18 are objected to for their dependency upon the rejected claim. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected for the following reasons: 

In claim 1, "customer", "purchase item", "creditor", "vendor", "payment sum", and 
"parties" lack antecedent basis. 

Regarding claims 2, 5, and 11-13 the phrase "such as" renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). In claim 2, the use of "e.g." is 
equivalent to the use of "such as". 

In claims 3, 5, 8, and 11-13, the grouping of the claim limitations is improper (i.e. 
may be selected from the group consisting of). 

The remaining claims are rejected for their dependency upon rejected claims. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lun Yip 
(US 2002/0147913). 

Lun Yip discloses a tamper-proof mobile commerce system comprising cashless 
payment transactions in trade, in which a customer uses their mobile phone or pager to 
prompt payment of the purchase sum from the creditor to the vendor, wherein the 
creditor transmits to the customer's mobile phone a TAN which can be transmitted by 
means of a mobile phone interface to a payment console belonging to a vendor, from 
where the TAN is transmitted, preferable via a fixed line, to the creditor, who following a 
check, immediately posts a payment sum for the vendor and informs parties involved as 
appropriate (p.1 , 14; p.2, 22, and p.3, 38-41 ); wherein the mobile phone or pager has an 
infrared transmitter or radio transmitter (p.1, 14); wherein the payment console 
comprises one of a till, keyboard, or PC (p.1, 14; p.2, 22, and p.3, 38-41); wherein every 
payment operation is automatically followed by a new TAN being transmitted from the 
creditor to the customer's mobile phone (p.2, 22 — one-time TAN transmitted with each 
transaction); wherein the creditor can activate particular blocking criteria (p.3, 38-41 — 
time out period); the blocking criteria are stored with the TAN in the customer's mobile 
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phone or pager (p.3, 38-41 — device in mobile phone or pager that communicates with 
the mobile commerce server); and the mobile phone or pager can store a plurality of 
TAN's which can each be retrieved individually once, for one or more creditors (p.1, 14; 
p.2, 22, and p.3, 38-41).
